B:- Swope informed-^e^Cotmcil -that 
he advised payment of money due 
Boyd Company, that in his opinion 
no successful defense could be made 
and that in the event of litigation he 
would ask that associate counsel be 
employed because he did not desire 
to go into court representing a cause 
that was sure to be lost. 


The position of the councilmen as 


unwilling to follow the advise of 
counsel suggests a possible compli- 
cation. 
If Council disregarded the 


advice of their counsel and the liti- 
gation terminates exactly as he has 
advised, against the Borough, would 
it not be entirely within the province 
of the Borough Auditors to refuse 
to pass credit for the expenses of the 
litigation and throw them back on 
the councilmen, and it would be 
within the law that such expenses 
should then be collected from those 
who made them.

Examinations for Battlefield Guides. 


In compliance with an order of the 


War Department the contemplated 
examination of the qualification of 
persons who for years have been act- 
ing as battlefield guides was taken 
up by the commission. 


On August i, 1015, notices were 


published that applications would cbe 
received from persons wishing to be 
examined as guides. Ninety-five per- 
sons applied, almost all of whom had 
experience on the field. They were 
given written examinations in classes 
of 10 to 15, the time extending to Oc- 
tober 5, 1915. Ninety-one passed the 
examination and were given licenses. 
There were three classes: Thirty- 
seven first class; thirty-eight second 
class; sixteen third class. Four fail- 
ed. None were licensed under 18 
years of age. 


Owing to the low percentage made 


by those of the second and third 
classes, the commission notified them 
that instructions in the duties ,of 
guides would be given them during 
the months of January and February. 
1916. About 90 per cent, of all that 
were notified reported and took the 
lessons, which were given in the

GOVERNMENT IS INTERESTED 


Although plans are 
being forniu 


lated to ask the next legislature to 
take up the question of river regula 
lion it is not the purpose to propose 
that the state shall entirely finance 
the construction 
of 
the necessary 


works. 
It is the intention to urge 


that the state take the initiative in 
bringing about the co-operation of toe 
federal government with the state am 
local committees affected and to leai 
in the preparation of a comprehen- 
sive plan of stream control. 


It is looked upon as important at 


this time for the state to take a firm 
grasp 
upon its 
water 
problem*. 


Transportation, flood prevention, re- 
clamation, water supply and other In- 
cidents of stream flow are questions 
of extreme importance to the com 
monwealib. These questions present 
different aspects from the national, 
the state &nd the 
municipal rlew 


points and their solution cannot be 
adequately and efficiently effected ex- 
cept by some plan of harmonious and 
co-operative action. 


The State of Pennsylvania standing 


as it does between the federal 
ernment with multitudinous demands 
pressing upon it. and the counties and 
E.unicipalities 
with 
their 
limited 


powers, should take the lead in the 
preparation of a comprehensive plan 
of development. 
It IB this that the 


next legislature will be asked to do. 
With the etate on record as favoring 
such projects it is expected that llt- 
tl« difflcmlty will be met m inducing 
tha federal gorernment to provide ita 
•ktw of tbt aost

REQUIRE STUDY 


'Legislature Will Be Asked to 


Investigate Streams 


NEED FO'B~BEGULATOIN 


The next session oi the legislature 


•f Pennsylvania will be afaked to uk« 
4«flnite steps toward the establish- 
ment of adequate plans i'or the regu- 
lation of rivers for the combined ob- 
jects of flood prevention, aid to navi- 
gation, improved water supply and 
the development of water 
power. 


Consideration of this subject is now 
being given by commuuiues affected 
toy floods and the result of this work 
will be incorporated into a biii which 
wili be introduced in the legislatuifc 
next January. 


In the Pittsburgh district a com 


prehensive survey and study of the 
•watersheds of the Mouongahela and 
Allegheny rivers has been made in 
conjunction with 
the State Watei 


Supply Commission, and this has de- 
valoped a system of treatment foi 
these rivers and the Ohio which has 
b««n approved by some of the ablest 
•ngineers of the country, including j 
those connected with the war depart 
ment 
at 
Washington, 
who have 


charge of all government river work 
In the country- 
It is generally ac 


cepted that the treatment proposed 
for the regulation of rivers in West 
<m Pennsylvania can e applied with 
•qually good results to the streams 
in other parts of the state. 


Tie plan proposed for the Pitts- 


burgh situation is in effect the con- 
struction of 17 safely built reservoirs 
At the headwaters of the Mononga- 
hela and Allegheny rivers and theii 
tributaries. 
The purpose 
of 
the 


reservoirs is to hold back the flood 
waters in times 
of 
freshets, 
th6 


stored water to be released at times 
of drought to aid in navigation, and 
tor other beneficial purposes. Those 
engaged in this investigation discov 
•r«4 after five years of active study 
that floods are increasing in volume 
'and frequency while the periods o< 
drought are becoming more numerous* 
It waa, heretofore, their aim to ameU 
•rate both conditions and this they 
•lalm. they can do by the construe 
tion and operation of the reservoirs. 


The field studies made by several 


corps of competent m«n under thd 
personal supervision of public splr 
Ited Pittsburgh engineers developed 
th« fact that natural reservoir sites 
actually exist whose combined ca 
jptcity is sufficient 
to prevent the 


highest flood known to Pittsburgh by 
retarding the freshets and that tht 
same stored waters would material!} 
•Mist in maintaining a continuous 
navigable stage front Pittsburgh tc 
•Cairo the year round. 


Many other sections of Pennsylva- 


aia have flood and low water trouMoi 
which would more than likely be r*> 
Sieve* if the same plan that is pro 
fOteA for the rivers at PltUbmrgh 
wore adapted to these streams. It it 
the intention of thoee interested at 
Pittsburgh to consider the river res> 
••lation problem as applied to the en- 
fttre state before causing any BOW lee? 
islation to be introduced at 
'wart.

ment with the hope of discovering 
some cheap method by which he could 
do the printing himself. 
The litho- 


graphic process was suggested to him 
by his having made for his mother a 
memorandum of clothes to be sent to 
the washerwoman. He carelessly wrote 
this memorandum on a slab of stone, 
intending to copy it. As the stone lay 
before him he thought of trying the 
effect of applying printer's -ink to the 
lines and thus take an impression. The 
experiment led to others, and in 1796 
Senefelder produced a piece of music 
from lines drawn in slight relief on 
a slab of stone. The inventor obtained 
a patent for his process in several of 
the German states, and labored to ex- 
tend Ms art 
throughout 
Europe.

fantile paralysis. 
At present it is 


well to look upon filth and insect life 
as factors taking a large part in per- 
mitting the so-called plague to in- 
vade our homes. 


There has been much said upon the 


possibility of an epidemic next year. 
This will not necessarily follow. It 
might however and certainly it will 
come back some day. 


Cleanliness regarding our children, 


homes, stables, yards and towns as 
well as guarding our houses from all 
kinds of insect life must be insisted 
upon by each individual citizen and 
by those in charge of the health and 
cleanliness of our towns, country, vil- 
lages and homes.—Little Talks on 
Health and Hygiene by Samuel G- 
Dixon, V.D., LL.D., D.Sc., Commis- 
sioner of Health. 


Plimsoll's Mark. 


Any sailor will tell you that the 


filiinsoll is a conspicuous mark on the 
hull of u vessel, usually an oval or 
eclipse of white paint with an arrow 
drawn through it to indicate tbe ex- 
treme water line when tbe ship has 
been loaded. As long as tbe plimsoll 
mark shows above the water the bur- 
den of freight in tbe ship's bold is 
not too irreat for her carrying capacity. 
Tbe curious word is the badge of im- 
mortality of a philanthropist. Samuel 
Plirnsoil. who was born in Bristol. 
Ensrlan*. in 1S24. When be went into 
the coal business he learned of the hor- 
rible conditions under which the men 
of the British merchant marine bad to 
work. 
Owners figured that it was 


cheaper to lose an occasional ship with 
all en board than to restrict the load 
and make tue voyage reasonably safe 
In order to thwart this rapacity Plim- 
soll entered parliament in 1S6S- 
His 


persistent work resulted in the pass- 
age of the "merchant shipping act" in 
1876 to prevent ships from going to sen 
In an unsafe condition.
